OLD RELICS 


Mm. Smith, of Hanover, formerly of 
New Oxford, has in herN posession a 
number of rare old relics. 
They consist 
of a pewter baptismal basin, pitcher and 
two collection plates, which were made 
in England over a hundred years age. 
They were in use for many years at Pines 
church, near New Chester. 
During 1861 
the old frame church a t ,c the Pines" was 
torn down and a new church erected, 
when modern improvements were secur 
ed. 
Mrs. Smith secured the articles at 
that time 
The husband of Mrs. Smith, 
the late T. D. Smith, was a member of 
Compauy H. 7th Regiment. Penna. Res. 
Vol. Infantry, during the Civil War. He 
was taken prisoner at the battle of Fred­ 
ericksburg, Va., on the 13th of December, 
1862, and incarcerated in Libby prison, at 
Richmond, where he remained six mon 
ths. 
Later he was exchanged^ and went 
back to his regiment. In a skirmish, dur­ 
ing 1803, he was wounded in one of his 
feet and placed in an invalid corps at 
Hilton Head, S. C., where he remained 
nearly 10 months. 
Subsequently he was 
sent to Alexandria, Va., where ho made, 
in the camp of the 7th regiment during 
September, 1863, a beautiful spool stand 
from mahogany, mounted with bones 
from his rations. 
During this period he 
also made an imitation of a bible from a 
solid piece of bone. Another curiosity in 
Mrs Smith's possession is a glass hand- 
painted bowl, at least 125 years old, made 
in England. It is of beautiful design, and 
great y admired by those who have seen 
it. 
Ith a s been handed down from Mrs. 
Smiths ancestors. The next article in her 
possession to be admired is a beautiful ash 
tray, of copper lustre. 
This is said to be 
over 200 years old, and was made in Ger­ 
many. In her poeession is also an old 
Revolutionary flint lock horse pistol, the 
barrel of which is 10 inches long 
The 
stock is mounted with brass. 
Another

rare article is a desk made of cherry, in­ 
laid with mahogany, which was made 
over 200 years ago. I t has 13 drawers—in­ 
cluding a “secret drawer," which is most 
difficult to find. 
This is a most beautitul 
piece of workmanship, and is regarded as 
a very desirable piece of antique furniture. 


SCARED BY OLD CADAVER 


York, Feb, 28.—A cadaver procured 40 
years ago from a medical school by Dr. 
H F. Gross, formerly a North York phy­ 
sician and ex-Coroner of York county, 
was the cause of a stir yesterday, when 
portions ot a human body were found 
among rubbish gathered together at a 
public sale on the farm of Benjamin Gross 
Dover township, north of East Berlin. 
The farmer himself cleared up the mys­ 
tery today an investigation had been in- 
atituted by Detective White, at the in 
stanceof District Attorney Sherwood. Dr. 
Gross, it was explained today, had amp 
utated and preserved portions of the 
body. 
When he left the farm he did not 
take the cadaver with him, and its vari­ 
ous parts had been permitted to lie in 
out-of the way corners of the buildings 
until their preseuce was almont forgotten. 
Various parts of the body had been so 
pressrved that most of the flesh remained 
upon it. 
Some time ago the head was 
secured by *a York dentist for experi­ 
mental purposes. 
The remainder of the 
corpse, the farmer said, had been permit­ 
ted to lie in out of-the way places in the 
farm buildings. 
There was much excite­ 
ment in the vicinity for a time after the 
diicovery was made, the supposition be­ 
ing that a mnrder had been committed.

An injury sustained* about seven years

Many Now Wrinkles In the 
Inaugural Pageant 


The great doed is done, and Wood­ 
row Wilson Is picoldeut oi the Unked 
States. 
Followed by the presidential 
salute of 101 guns and the d ieerin g 
of the greatest t; *ong ever gathered in 
Washington, he was sworn in at noon 
Tuesday. The inaugural address which 
followed was one of the shortest on 
record, but the parade was not. 
De­ 
spite the demand tor democratic sim­ 
plicity, this pageant was one of the 
longest and most imposing that ever 
marched in honor* ot a new occupant 
of the White House. 


At abqut half past 10 he was waited 
on at the Slioreham by members of 
the congressional committee and es­ 
corted to the White House, where lie 
was greeted by President Taft, and 
shortly thereafter the president and 
president to be entered a carriage for 
the trip to the capitol, Mr. Taft scaled 
upon the right hand and Mr. Wilson 
on the left. 
The president-elect had 
as a guard of honor the Essex troop 
of Newark, N. J. 
f 


Vice President Marshall, who had 
also been escorted from the Shoreham 
to the White House, followed in an* 
other carriage. Because of the vacancy 
in the office prior to his qualitying 
he rode with members of the commit­ 
tee, the event being a sad reminder to 
many of the death of Vice President 
Sherman. 
Mr. Marshall’s 
guard of 
honor was the Culver Black Horse 
troop of Indiana. 


Arrived 
at the 
capitol 
building, 
President Taft and Mr. Wilson pro­ 
ceeded at once to the president’s room, 
where Mr. Taft busiea himself during 
the brief remainder of his term by 
signing bills passed in the last hours 
of congress. 
Mr. Marshall repaired to 
the vice president’s room to await the 
moment of taking the oath of office. 


The ancient ceremony of turning 
back the clock having been attended 
to in due form, at exactly 12 by this 
amended timepiece, appeared the pres­ 
ident and president-elect of the United 
States escorted by the honorable com­ 
mittee to the chief seats in front of 
the presidng officer*« desk. 
Thomas 
R. Marshall was then sworn in by the 
president pro tem. of the senate, after 
which there was prayer by the chap­ 
lain, the new vice president delivered 
a brief inaugural address and gave the 
oath to the new members of the sen­ 
ate, and the stately procession was 
ready to move to the temporary stand 
built over the east portico of the cap­ 
itol. 


For the first time Chief Justice Ed­ 
ward D. White administered the oath, 
his predecessor, Chief Justice Melville 
W Fuller, having officiated at the last 
six public inaugurations. 
In a firm 
voice the president-elect repeated af­ 
ter the venerable 
chief justice the 
oath, bowing to kiss the Bible at its 
close. 
The boom of cannon and the 
cheers of the mighty concourse of peo­ 
ple announced the fact that a new 
president of the United States had 
been inducted into office and that Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft was now a private 
citizen. 


The inaugural address was delivered 
In the easy manner and full voice for 
which President Wilson is already fa­ 
mous, but the crowd was so enormous 
that only those nearest the platform 
could hear. These cheered the telling 
points, especially the brief reference 
to the tariff and the striking sentences 
such as “our work is a work of restor 
ation," “justice and only justice shall 
always be our motto” and ‘’this is not 
a day of triumph; it is a day of dedi­ 
cation.'1 
Many complimentary refer­ 
ences were made to the lofty tone of 
the address. In its brevity and high 
moral plane it is likened to the inaug­ 
ural addresses of Lincoln, 


In the journey back to the White 
House President Wilson and Mr. Taft 
ixchanged places In the first carriage, 
Jiio new president now on the right 
hand and the ex-president on the left. 
Wilson was cheered almost continu­ 
ously throughout the mile of Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue extending between the 
capitol and the treasury building. At 
tue White House luncheon was served 
to the presidential and vice presiden­ 
tial parties. Mr. Taft, whose treatment 
of his successor throughout the day 
has been the soul of courtesy and 
good feeling, excused himself soon 
after the luncheon to take the train 
for Augusta, Ga., where he will rest 
for several weeks before moving to 
his new home in New Haven, where 
he is to be Kent professor of law at 
Yale. 


The reviewing stand in front of the 
White House, to which the presiden 
tlal party then repaired, seated about 
1500 persons and was crowded with the 
friends and relatives of the new preei- 
dent and vice president. 


The head of the first grand division 
was 
almost abreast of the 
White 
House when President Wilson first 
•howed himself In the glassed in sec­ 
tion of the reviewing stand that had ; 
been reserved for him. 
His appear­ 


ance was the signal lor a wave ot ap­ 
plause that swept all before it, drown 
ing the music of the bands, as it 
rolled toward the capitol. 


Soon after the cheering that greet­ 
ed the president's entrance to the re­ 
viewing stand died aw'ay far down the 
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PRESIDENT WILSON’S VIEWS 


The inaugural address of President 
Woodrow Wilson in part is as follows: 


There has been a change of govern­ 
ment. 
It began two years ago, when 
the house of reresentatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority. It 
has now been completed. The senate 
about to assemble will also be Demo­ 
cratic. 
The offices of president and 
vice preside*'! V«-* been put into the 
hands of ! 
W hat does the 


change mean? 
That is the question 
that is upermost in our minds today. 
That is the question I am going to try 
to answper, in order, if I may, to in­ 
terpret the occasion. 


It means much more" than the mere 
success of a party. The success of .a 
party means little except when the 
nation is using that party for & large 
and definite purpose. No one can mis 
take the purpose for which the nation 
now seeks to use the Democratic party. 
It seeks to use It to interpret a change 
in its own plans and point of view. 
Some old things with which we had 
grown familiar and which had begun 
to creep into the very habit of our 
rhought and ot! our lives have altered 
their aspect as we have latterly looked 
critically upon them with fresh, awak­ 
ened eyes; have dropped their disguis­ 
es and shown themselves alien and 
sinister. Some new things as we look 
frankly upon them, willing to compre­ 
hend their real character, have come 
to assume the aspect of things long 
believed in and familiar, stuff of our 
own convictions. 


But the evil has come with the good, 
and much fine gold has been corroded. 
With riches has 
come inexcusable 
waste. 
We have squandered a great 
part of what we might have used and 
have not stopped to conserve the ex 
ceeding bounty of 
nature 
without 
which our genius for enterprise would 
have been worthless and impotent, 
scorning to be 
careful, 
shamefull} 
prodigal as well as admirably efficient 
We have been proud of our industrial 
achievements, but wre have not hith 
erto stopped thoughtfully enouga i< 
count the human * o&t, the cost of livtb 
snuffed our, of energies overtaxed and 
brokeq, the fearful physical and spir 
itual cost to the men and women and 
children upon wrhom the dead weight 
and burden of it all has fallen pitiless­ 
ly the* year3 through, The groans and 
agony of It *11 had not yet reached 
our ears, the solemn, moving under­ 
tone pf our life, coming up out of the 
mines and factories and out of every 
borne where the struggle had its inti-

avenue arose another tumult that con­ 
tained a deeper note. 


Swiftly the swelling voices rolled 
nearer, reached the stand and passed 
onward and then far down the ave­ 
nue there came into view the faded 
blue uniforms of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 


There were many in the crowd who 
stopped cheering as the veterans of 
18G1-5 passed by and 
turned away 
their heads. Even the president, self 
contained master of self a3 he has 
shown himself to be, was visibly af­ 
fected. 
He wras seen to swallow hard

times, and once he turned 
awray to wipe his glasses, which seem­ 
ed suddenly to have become m*.sty. 


Ac cording to Major General Leonard 
Woud, U. S, A., chief of staff and 
grand marshal of the parade, the reg­ 
ular army section of it was a model 
for other nations to copy. 
Certainly, 
it was one of the most impressive fea­ 
tures of the whole spectacle, if re­ 
garded from the standpoint of military 
efficiency and smartness.

cret things which we too long delayed 
to look into and scrutinize with can­ 
did, fearless eyes. 
The great govern­ 
ment we loved has too often been 
made use of for private and »elfish 
purposes, and those who used it had 
forgotten the people. 


We have itemized with some degree 
of particuarity the things that ought 
to be altered, and here are some of tha 
chief items: A tariff which cuts us off 
from our proper part in the commerce 
»f the world, violates the just princi­ 
ples of taxation and makes the gov- 
irnment a facile instrument in the 
liands of private interests; a banking 
and currency system based upon the 
necessity of the government to sell its 
bonds fifty years ago and perfectly 
adapted to concentrating cash and re­ 
stricting credits; an industrial system 
which, take it on all its sides, financial 
as well as administrative, holds capi­ 
tal in leading strings, restricts the lib­ 
erties and limits the opportunities of 
labor and exploits without renewing 
or conserving the natural resources 
of the country; a body of agricultural 
activities never yet given the efficien­ 
cy of great business undertakings or 
servod as it should be through the in 
strumentality of science taken direct­ 
ly to the farm or afforded the facilities 
of credit best suited to its practical 
needs; 
watercourses 
undeveloped, 
waste places unreclaimed, forests un­ 
tended, fast disappearing without plan 
or prospect of renewal, unregarded 
waste heaps at every mine. We have 
studied as perhaps no other nation 
has the most effeotive means of pro­ 
duction, but we have not studied cost 
or economy as we should either as or­ 
ganizers of industry, as statesmen or 
as individuals. 


Nor have we studied and perfected 
the means by which government may 
be put at the service of humanity In 
safeguarding the health of the nation« 
the health of its men and its women 
and its children, as well as their rlghta 
in the struggle for existence. This ii 
no sentimental duty. 
The firm basis 
of government is justice, not pity. 
These are matters of justice. 
There 
can be no equality or opportunity, the 
first essential of justice in the body 
politic, if men and women and chil­ 
dren be not shielded In their lire*, 
their very vitality, from the conse­ 
quences of great industrial and social 
processes which they cannot alter, 
control or singly cope with. Society 
must see to it that it does not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own 
constituent parts. The first duty of the 
law Is to keep sound the society It 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws 
and laws determining conditions of la­ 
bor which individuals are powerless 
to determine for themselves are inti­ 
mate parts of the very business of 
justice and legal efficiency. 


These are some of the things we 
ought to do and not leave the others

undone, the old fashioned, never to be 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of individual right 
This is the high enterprise of the new 
day: To lift everything that concerns 
our life as a nation to the light that 
shines from the hearth fire of ever> 
man’s conscience and vision of the 
right. It is inconceivable we should do 
this as partisans; it is inconceivable 
We should do it in ignorance of the 
facts as they are or in blind haste. We 
shall restore, not destroy. 
W q shall 
deal with our economic systchn as it la 
and as it may be modified, not as it 
might be if we had a clean sheet oi 
paper to write upon, and step by step

lemon quarter in the center, or a shell 
of lemon peel filled with a sauce to be 
used on the oysters. 


Celery Boulettes.—Chop some celery 
and cold boiled potato until you have 
m cupful of each; add an egg yolk, a 
tublespoonful of butter, half a cup of 
pecans. 
Moisten with milk and mold 
into balls; dip in egg and crumbs and 
fry In deep fat. 
Serve with a sprig 
pf parsley on each. 


Steamed Salmon With Potato Balls* 
—Pick up the contents of a large can 
of salmon, add salt, pepper and a ta­ 
blespoonful of lemon juice. Fold in a 
small cup of cream, which has been 
whipped; put into a buttered mold and 
’steam three-quarters of an hour. Turn

ley.

OLD RELICS 


Mr«. Smith, of Hanover, formerly of 
New Oxford, has in her^ poseesion a 
number of rare old relics. They consist 
of a pewter baptismal basin, pilcher and 
two collection plates, which were made 
in England over a hundred years age. 
They were in use for many years at Pines 
church, near New Chester. 
During 1861 
the old frame church at " the Pines" was 
torn down and a new church erected, 
when modern improvements were secur- 
ed. 
Mrs. Smith secured the articles at 
that time 
The husband of Mrs. Smith, 
the late T. D. Smith, was a member of 
Company H. 7th Regiment. Penna, Res. 
Vol. Infantry, during the Civil War. He 
was taken prisoner at the battle of Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., on the 13th of December, 
1862, and incarcerated in Libby prison, at 
Richmond, where he remained six mon 
ths. 
Later he was exchanged^ and went 
back to his regiment. In a skirmish, dur- 
ing 18G3, he was wounded in one of his 
feet and placed in an invalid corps at 
Hilton Head, S. C., w^here he remained 
nearly 10 months. 
Subsequently he was 
sent to Alexandria, Va., where ho made, 
in the cainp of the 7th regiment during 
September, 1863, a beautiful spool stand 
from mahogany, mounted with bones 
from his rations. 
During this period he 
also made an imitation of a bible from a 
solid piece of bone. Another curiosity in 
Mrs Smith's possession is a glass hand- 
painted bowJ, at least 125 years old, made 
in England. It is of beautiful design, and 
great y admired by those who have seen 
it. 
It has been handed down tr(»m Mrs. 
Smiths ancestors. The next article in her 
possession to be admired is a beautiful ash 
tray, of copper lustre. 
This is said to be 
over 200 years old, and was made in Ger- 
many. In her posession is also an old 
Revolutionary flint lock horse pistol, the 
barrel of which is 10 inches long 
The 


stock is mounted with brass. 
Another 
« 


rare article is a desk made of cherry, in- 
laid with mahogany, which was made 
over 200 years ago. It has 13 drawers—in- 
cluding a ''secret drawer," which is most 
difficult to find. This is a most beautitul 
piece of workmanship, and is regarded as 
a very desirable piece of antique furniture. 


SCARED BY OLD CADAVER 


York, Feb, 28.—A cadaver procured 40 
years ago from a medical school by Dr. 
H F. Gross, formerly a North York phy- 
sician and ex-Coroner of York county, 
was the cause of a stir yesterday, when 
portions ot a human body were found 
among rubbish gathered together at a 
public sale on the farm of Benjamin Gross 
Dover township, north of East Berlin. 
The farmer himself cleared up the mys- 
tery today an investigation had been in- 
atituted .by Detective White, at the in 
stanceof District Attorney Sherwood. Dr. 
GroBs, it was explained today, had amp 
utated and preservt-d portions of the 
body. 
When he left the farm he did not 
take the cadaver with him, and its vari- 
ous parts t:ad been permitted to lie in 
out-of-the way corners of the buildings 
until their preseuce was almont forgotten. 
Various parts of the body had been so 
preserved that most of the flesh remained 
upon it. Some time ago the head was 
secured by *a York dentist for experi- 
mental purposes. The remainder of the 
corpse, the farmer said, had been permit- 
ted to He m out of-the way places in the 
farm buildings. 
There was much excite- 
ment in the vicinity for a time after the 
diicovery was made, the supposition be- 
ing that a mnrder had been committed. 


A small boy, hit by an auto, a North- 
ern Central Railway truck hand, run 
down by an inauguration special, figured 
in two fateful accidents within a half- 
hour at York, Monday afternoon.

Riding a velocipede at his 
mothers side, 4 year old Robert, son of 
Herbert Hartman, was crushed under a 
Kline Kar, driven by Thomas Burneson, 
who had swerved sharply to the left after 
a colision with an^uto occupied by Char 
lee Kea. 
David Wolf, the unfortunate 
railroader, was pushing a handcar thro' 
the yard when a special train bound for 
Washington ran him down. 
He was 
hurled a great distance.

Inaugural Pageant 


The great dood is done, and Wood- 
row Wilson is pic¿3lUeut oí the Uni:ed 
States. 
Followed by the presidonilal 
salute of 101 guns and the'cneerlng 
of the greatest 
.ong ever gathered in 
Washington, he was sworn in at uoon 
Tuesday. The inaugural address which 
followed was one of the shortest on 
record, but the parade was not. 
De- 
spite the demand for democratic sim- 
plicity, this pageant was one of the 
longest and most imposing that ever 
marched in honor* ot a new occupant 
of the White House. 


At abput half past 10 he was waited 
on at the Shoreham by members of 
the congressiouatl committee and es- 
corted to the White House, where he 
was greeted by President Taft, and 
shortly thereafter the president and 
president to bo entered a carriage for 
the trip to the oapitol, Mr. Taft scaled 
upon the right hand and Mr. Wilson 
on the left. 
The president-elect had 
as a guard of honor the Essex troop 
of Newark, N. J. 


Vice President Marshall, who had 
also been escorted from the Shoreham 
to the White House, followed in an- 
other carriage. Because of the vacancy 
in the office prior to his qualiiylng 
he rode with members of the commit- 
tee, the event being a sad reminder to 
many of the death of Vice President 
Sherman. 
Mr. Marshall's 
guard of 
honor was the Culver Black Horse 
troop of Indiana. 


Arrived 
at 
the 
capítol 
building, 
President Taft and Mr. Wilson pro- 
ceeded at once to the president's room, 
where Mr. Taft husiea himself during 
the brief remainder of his term by 
signing bills passed in the last hours 
of congress. 
Mr. Marshall repaired to 
the vice president's room to aAvait the 
moment of taking the oath of office. 


The ancient ceremony of turning 
back the clock having been attended 
to In due form, at exactly 12 by this 
amended tin\epiece, appeared the pres- 
ident and president-elect of the United 
States escorted by the honorable com- 
mittee to the chief seats In front of 
the presidng oflicer's desk. 
Thomas 
R. Marshall was then sworn In by the 
president pro tem. of the senate, after 
which there was prayer by the chap- 
lain, the new vice president delivered 
a brief inanijural address and gave the 
oath to the new members of the sen- 
ate, and the stately procession wa» 
ready to move to the temporary stand 
built over the east portico of the cap- 
ítol. 


For the first time Chief Justice Ed- 
ward D. "White administered the oath, 
his predecessor. Chief Justice Melville 
W Fuller, having officiated at the last 
six public Inaugurations. 
In a firm 
voice the president-elect repeated af- 
ter the venerable 
chief justice the 
oath, bowing to kiss the Bible at its 
close. 
The boom of cannon and the 
cheers of the mighty concourse of peo- 
ple announced the fact that a new 
president of the United States had 
been inducted Into office and that Wil- 
liam Howard Taft was now a private 
citizen. 


The inaugural address was delivered 
in the easy manner and full voice for 
which President Wilson is already fa- 
mous, but the crowd was so enormous 
that only those nearest the platform 
could hear. These cheered the telling 
points, especially the brief reference 
to the tariff and the striking sentences 
such as ''our work is a work of restor 
atlon," "Justice and only justice shall 
always be our motto" and "this is not 
a day of triumph; It is a day of dedi- 
cation." 
Many complimentary refer- 
enees were made to the lofty tone of 
the address. In Its brevity and high 
moral plane it is likened to the inaug- 
ural addresses of Lincoln. 


In the journey back to the White 
House President Wilson and Mr. Taft 
ixchanged places in the first carriage, 
iiio new president now on the right 
hand and the ex-president on the left. 
Wilson was cheered almost continu- 
ously throughout the mtle of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue extending between the 
capítol and the treasury building. At 
tue White House luncheon was served 
to the presidential and vice presiden- 
tial parties. Mr. Taft, whose treatment 
of his successor throughout the day 
has been the soul of courtesy and 
good feeling, excused himself 
soon 
after the luncheon to take the train 
for Augusta, Ga., where he will rest 
toy several weeks before moving to 
hlB new home in NeW Haven, where 
be Is to be Kent professor of law at 
Yale. 


The reviewing stand In front of the 
White House, to which the presiden 
tial party then repaired, seated about 
1600 persons and was crowded with the 
friends and relatives of the new prMi- 
dent and vice president. 


The head of the first grand division 
was 
almoat 
abreast of 
the 
White 
House when President Wilson 
first 
•howed himself In the glassed in sec- 
Uun of the reviewing stand that had' 
been reserved for him. 
His appear-' 


anoe was the signal lor a wave ot ap- 
plause that swept all bofore it, drown 
Ing the music of the bands, as It 
rolled toward the capítol. 


Soon after the cheering that greet- 
ed the presidentas entrance to the re- 
viewing stand died away far down the 
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PRESIDENT WILSON. 


avenue arose another tumult that con- 
tained a deeper note. 


Swiftly the swelling voices rolled 
nearer, readied the stand and passed 
onward and then far down the ave- 
nue there came into view the faded 
blue uniforms of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 


There wei^ many In the crowd who 
stopped cheering as the veterans of 
18C1-5 passed by and 
turned away 
their heads. Even the president, seir 
contained master of self a3 he has 
shown himself to be, was visibly af- 
fected. He was seen to swallow hard 
several 
times, and once he turned 
away to wipe his glasses, which seem 
ed suddenly to have become m*.sty. 


According to Major General Leonard 
Woud, U. S, A., chief of staff and 
grand marshal of the parade, the reg- 
ular army section of it was a model 
for other nations to copy. 
Certainly, 
It was one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of the whole .spectacle. If re- 
garded from the standpoint of military 
efficiency and smartnoss. 


PRESIDENT WILSON'S VIEWS 


The inaugural address of President 
Woodrow Wilson In part is as follows: 


There has been a change of govern- 
ment. 
It began two years ago, when 
the house of reresentatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority. It 
has now been completed. The senate 
about to assemble will also be Demo- 
cratic.

bonds fifty years ago and perfectly 
adapted to concentrating cash and re- 
stricting credits; an industrial system 
which, take it on all Its sides, financial 
as well as administrative, holds capi- 
tal In leading strings, restricts the llb- 
erlles and limits the opportunities of 
labor and exploits without renewing 
or conserving the natural resources 
of the country; a body of agricultural 
activities never yet given the efficien- 
cy of great business undertakings or 
served as It should be through the In- 
strumentality of science taken direct- 
ly to the farm or afforded the facilities 
of credit best suited to Its practical 
needs; 
watercourses 
undeveloped, 
waste places unreclaimed, forests un- 
tended, fast disappearing without plan 
or prospect of renewal, 
unregarded 
waste heaps at every mine. We have 
studied as perhaps no other nation 
has the most effective means of pro- 
duction, hut we have not studied cost 
or economy as wo should either as or- 
ganizers of industry, as statesmen or 
AS individuals. 


Nor have we studied and perfected 
the means by which government may 
be put at the service of humanity in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of Us men and Its women 
and its children, as well as their right« 
In the struggle for existence. This Is 
no sentimental duty. 
The firm basis 
of government Is justice, not pity. 
These are matters of justice. 
There 
can be no equality or opportunity, the 
first essential of justice in the bodr 
politic, if men and women and chil- 
dren be not shielded in their lires, 
their very vitality, from the conse- 
quences of great Industrial and social 
processes which they cannot 
alter, 
control or singly cope with. Society 
must see to it that it does not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own 
constituent parts. The first duty of the 
law is to keep sound the society It 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws 
and laws determining conditions of la- 
bor which Individuals are ix>werleBi 
to determine for themselves are inti- 
mate parts of the very business ot 
justice and legal efficiency.

PROVIDING A WATER 
SUPPLY 


Natives of the Soudan Utilize a Hol- 
low Tree, Which Serves the Pur^ 
pose Admirably. 


Surely the strangest use to which a 
growing tree can be put is to turn 
it into a reservoir. Yet this is what 
the people of Korodofan in the Sou- 
dan do with the tree which the botan- 
ists call "Adansonia Dlgitata," 


The tree, which Is known to the na- 
tives by the name of "Home," groups 
being called "Tebeldl," attains a consid- 
erable 
height. 
The trunk, 
which 
.measures from 20 to 30 feet in circum- 
ference, is, like so many of the bam- 
boo family, hollow, and the natives 
have discovered that it makes an ex- 
cellent cistern for storing water, for 
the arid season. 
Should the cavity 
not be large enough the natives scoop 
it out still further. 
Tho Soudanese 
have also a method of cutting 
the 
opening for the reception of the wa- 
ter just at the top of tho trunk where 
the branches begin, so that during the 
rainfall the great off-shoots of tho treo 
act as gutters and guide the water 
into the trunk. At the eanio time pools 
are dug at the foot of the tree to col- 
lect the rain and from these are wa- 
tej:^ Is transferi'ed to the trunk by 
buckets. 
Sometimes, though rarely, 
the tree cracks under the weight of 
the water, after which the trunk is of 
little use. However, the natives have 
found that cracks can be successfully 
stopped with cement, and recently a 
number of broken-down trees have 
been thus repaired. 


Curiously enough, the presence of 
large quantities of water in the trunks 
in no way impairs the growth of the 
trees, whose use in this way is un- 
doubtedly an ingenious solution of tho 
water supply problem.

Corn Souffle.—Melt a tablespoonful 
of butter and stir in a tablespoonful 
of flour; when well cooked add a pint 
of hot milk, poured on slowly; 
add 
one by one the yolks of three eggs, 
beating well. 
Add a 
cup of 
corn 
chopped or put through a meat grind- 
er; season with siilt 
and 
cayenne.^ 
Fold in the stiffly beaten whites of the 
eggs and put the mixture Into a well- 
greased baking pan, set the pan In hot 
water and bake twenty minutes. 
Test 
It with a knife—If It comes out clean 
the souffle is done.
